City Engineer Fred Blanchard 
said the slow housing market 
could result in substantial sav- 
ings to the city on this project. 

“If we continue to get bids that 
low, it’s going to save the city ... 
maybe as much as a quarter of a 
million (dollars). 

“Contractors are now bidding 
much lower because there isn’t 
much work for them,” he ex- 
plained. ‘‘They like to keep their 
equipment moving. If the equip- 
ment is just sitting there not 
doing anything, he (the contrac- 
tor) is losing money. When times 
are tight — like now — contrac- 
tors bid much lower.” 

The dump was closed by the 
city in August 1979, but won't 
officially be considered closed 
until it is graded and sealed. A 
portion of the landfill, a north- 
south drainage channel, was 
dredged of half its garbage then 
graded and sealed last summer 
after the state Water Quality 
Control Board wanted assurance 
that water wasn’t running 
through the garbage and pollut- 
ing underground water supplies. 
That project cost about $136,000. 

Blanchard said the city will put 
remaining portions of the landfill 
closure out to bid within the next 
month, hoping to take advantage 
of the low contracting prices.

San Bernardino County 
faces a projected deficit 
of $11.85 million for fiscal 
1982-83, which starts on 
July 1. Supervisors called 
for the special budget 
session last week after 
Robert Rigney, the coun- 
ty administrative officer, 
outlined the financial 
problems. 
The projected deficit 
represents the difference 
between expected reve- 
nues and expenditures 
needed to maintain cur- 
rent service levels and 
pay for negotiated wage 
and benefit increases. 
Rigney estimated the 
hiring freeze will save $2 
million in the remaining 
months of the current fis- 
cal year. Exceptions to 
the freeze will be made to 
fill critical positions — 
Rigney cited nurses at 
the county medical center 
and sheriff’s deputies as 
possible examples — and 
positions funded by state 
and federal programs. A 
similar freeze was im- 
posed a year ago as a 
cost-cutting move. 
Supervisors ordered de- 
partment heads to make 
15 percent cuts in prepar- 
ing their budgets for fis- 
cal 1982-83. That move 
will lop off $20,382,000, a 
figure $8.53 million more 
than needed to cover the

The cuts are aimed at 
giving supervisors the 
chance to adjust priori- 
ties in county spending. 
Rigney noted the board 
would use this temporary 
surplus to “buy back” 
worthy programs reduced 
or eliminated by the cuts. 
Welfare and mental 
health were exempt from 
the cuts. The ams 
are run by the county, but 
funded almost entirely 
with state and federal 
money with little county 
oe on service lev- 
els. 

The board also approved 
an incentive program for 
departments to cut their 
budgets in the final 
months of this fiscal 
year. Under the plan, de- 
partments will keep 50 
percent of what they save 
this year to augment 
their budgets next year.

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Chaffey hires psychologist

Faced with students with 


emotional problems that 
are “potentially disrup- 
tive” and being inade- 
quately staffed with a 
specialist in crisis inter- 
vention, Chaffey College 
trustees agreed to hire a 
part-time licensed clini- 
cal psychologist. 

“These are psychologi- 
cal emergencies that are 
potentially disruptive,”’ 
said Phil Hartley, an as- 
sociate professor of psy- 


chology. 

The contract for profes- 
sional services seeks to 
hire a licensed psycholo- 
gist having knowledge of 
crisis intervention thera- 
py and community health 
services at $30 an hour 
for 600 hours. Costs are to 
be borne through an ex- 
isting $3 per student 


health fee. 
“This is not a treatment 


type of service,’’ said 
Robert Harris, vice presi- 
dent of student services 
and himself a clinical 
psychologist. 

Its intent is to have a 
trained _ professional 
available through the Stu- 
dent Health Services pro- 
gram to __ identify 
emotionally disturbed be- 
havior and refer the stu- 
dent to appropriate 
community mental health 
agencies, Harris said. 

‘When bizarre behavior 
occurs, I’m_ the only 
nurse on campus and I 
don’t feel I’m qualified,” 
added the campus nurse, 
Masumi M. Masuda. She 
is aided by a part-time 
doctor. 

‘‘How do we now handle 
these crises that I’ve 
been hearing about,’’ 
asked student trustee 
Eric Johnson. 

“By the seat of our 
pants,’’ Harris answered. 
“It’s getting to be more 
overwhelming every 
day.” 

Masuda said she_ had 
made four referrals to 
mental health agencies 
this week alone. 

“T don’t think we’re get- 
ting through to you,’’ she 
said. “It’s rapidly getting 
dangerous.” 

Academic counselors 
are being pulled away 
from their job duties to 
try to cool these crises, 
but ‘‘they don’t feel quali- 
fied’ to manage these 
predicaments _ either, 
Hartley said. 

Board member Ron Da- 
vis, a physician, ques- 
tioned the number of 
referrals made, and why 
present staff could not 
accommodate mental 
health needs. ; 

Trustees approved the 
measure 4-0. Board mem- 
ber Robert Edmunson 
was

their successes by paying 
more expensive transpor- 
tation costs. 

The policy, in its first 
reading Thursday, would 
apply a first-time fee to 
students taking academic 
field trips.

Lewis intends 
to run in new 
local district

Making it official, Rep. Jerry Lewis said Tuesday 
that he will seek re-election in the 35th Congression- 
al District covering most of the West End. 

Lewis, who could not be reached immediately 
after a state Supreme Court decision last week on 
reapportionment, confirmed that he will run in the 
new district that includes Montclair, Chino, Upland 
and Rancho Cucamonga. : 

The district includes all of San Bernardino 
County except Ontario, Fontana, Colton, Rialto and 
San Bernardino, all of Inyo County and a small part 
of the Antelope Valley in Los Angeles County. 

Parts of his existing 37th District are located in 
the new 35th and 37th districts, and Lewis, a 
Republican, faced a choice on where he would run. 

Lewis, 47, of Highland said his political base is in 
San Bernardino County and that he has previously 
represented about 60 percent of the area of the new 
district. : 

“In the final analysis, there really was no other 
decision ... I knew in my heart I had to run at 
home.” 

Although a familiar figure in county politics, 
Lewis has never répresented a district containing 
part of the West End. He was a candidate in a 
special election in 1974 for the state Senate, but lost 
to Democrat Ruben Ayala of Chino. 

He was an assemblyman from San Bernardino 
County for 10 years until assuming his seat in 
Congress in early 1979. Before entering partisan 
politics, he served five years on the San Bernardino 
City Unified School District board. 

Local Congressman, David Dreier, R-35th Dis- 
trict, said last week he will run in the new 33rd 
District,- which is wholly contained within. Los 
Angeles County. There, he will face fellow Republi- 
can Congressman Wayne Grisham of La Mirada. 

Lewis was asked if any pressure was placed on 
him to run in the 37th District, which covers most of 
Riverside County. If Lewis ran there, the way would 
have been opened for Dreier to run in the 35th and 


Grisham in the 33rd without any of the three 
incumbents pitted against each other. 

‘There was virtually no pressure that came from 
the party,” Lewis said. 

What pressure he felt, Lewis said, came from 
constituents in Riverside County encouraging him to 
run in the 37th District and from his relationship 
with Dreier and Grisham, whom he described <s 
‘friends of mine.”’ 

“The reality is that my political base is San 
Bernardino County,”’ he said. 

Lewis also noted Dreier would have faced a 
difficult task by running in the new 35th since he has 
represented only a relatively small portion of its 
area, the West End, and would have needed to 
become known in the rest of the county. 

Lewis said he will work for passage of three 
referendums on the June ballot to overturn the 
Democrat-designed reapportionment plans for the 
state Senate, Assembly and Congress and for an 
initiative sponsors hope to place on the November 
ballot to take reapportionment out of the hands of 
the Legislature and give the responsibility to an 
independent commission. 

He was pessimisi:c about the chances of the state 
Supreme Court bein overruled on reapportionment 
in federal court.

Over 17 tons of emergency supplies were shipped 
to Poland Saturday, Jan. 30, from Seventh-day 
Adventist World Service (SAWS), reports Ora Mc- 
Clean, community service director forSouthern Cali- 
fornia Conference of Seventh-day Adventists. 

The airlift from Baltimore, Maryland SAWS 
resource center, included 2% tons of medicines.

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Jobless lines longer 
despite NDD cuts

_ Unemployment lines are lengthening 
in local Employment Development De- 
partment offices which have been 
forced by federal budget cuts to trim 
their services... - 

Officials at the Pomona and Ontario 
offices reported those employees who 
work on an “‘on-call’”’ basis have been 
laid off, while the workload has in- 
creased because of the steadily climb- 
ing unemployment rate. 

Gertrude Montoya, manager of the 
Pomona office, said the loss of 17 
“intermittent” employees has “‘signifi- 
cantly impaired our ability to provide 
employment-related services.”’ 

At the Ontario office, 27 part-time 
employees were laid off, said Ellen 
Mayfield, assistant office manager. 
The staff which provides job services 
has been reduced from nine to three 
while the staff providing services to 
welfare recipients has been cut from 
seven to three full-time and one part- 
time employees, she added. 

Both offices are still processing un- 
employment claims and paying bene- 
fits but at a much slower pace than in 
the past. Many full-time employees 
with expertise in job services have 
been shifted to the unemployment divi- 
sion, officials said. 

At the Pomona office, Mrs. Montoya 
said 2,617 persons were placed in jobs 
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during the last fiscal year. She expects 
the number to be reduced significantly 
this year. 

This will have an economic impact 
on the area as people have fewer 
dollars to spend, she said. 

Mrs. Montoya said the staff’s ability 
to provide workshops, counseling ses- 
sions and job assistance for persons 
receiving Aid to Dependent Children 
has been reduced. 

But Mrs. Montoya ‘has enlisted the 
aid of volunteers with expertise in the 
job placement field. Representatives 
from veterans’ organizations, Pomona 
Adult School and Volunteer Action 
Center have helped to offset the reduc- 
tion in staff, she said. 

“This is a vital community and we 
continue to provide the best service 
possible,” she added. 

Claims for unemployment benefits 
have nearly doubled at both offices 
during the past three months. 

The Ontario office received last Oc- 
tober about 500 to 600 claims each 
week. That number is now between 800 wy 
to 1,000 weekly, Mrs. Mayfield said. ede! 

The Pomona office last week ‘ 
processed 672 new claims as compared 
to an estimated 400 during a week last 
October, said Mrs. Montoya. 

About 2,700 people receive payments 
from the Pomona office each week, 
while an estimated 3,000 persons col- 
lect benefits at the Ontario office.

During -the past six months, 54 local victims of 
family home fires have been assisted by the 
Pomona Valley Red Cross Chapter. — 

The chapter, in a half year, has spent almost as 
much as its total annual budget for the previous 
year, according-to Sue Banman, director of social 
services. : 

“The number of residential fires is about the 
same as last year, but there are more people living 
in many of these homes, due to financial problems 
and the high cost of housing,”” Mrs. Banman said. 

In the past six months, the Pomona Valley 
chapter has assisted 35 adults and 19 children 
involved in nine home fires, spending nearly $5,000 
of its $6,000 budget. 

“This year’s fiscal budget, from July 1981 to July 
1982, was based upon money spent in the previous 
year,” the social worker explained. “We need to 
either have the board approve more funding or draw 
upon the National Red Cross disaster funds.’’ 

Mrs. Banman said the increase in the number of 
people living in one home has resulted, in part, from 
the depressed economy. 
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Red Cross aids 54 victi 
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“We find grandparents moving in with their 
children: because they-can no longer afford to live 
independently,” she said. “And younger people, 
including newlyweds, can no longer find affordable 


housing. 

She said finding affordable housing — no matter 
what size a family is — has become increasingly 
difficult in the valley. “So far, we’ve spent $3,492 to 
replace food, shelter and clothing; $1,855 for beds, 
linens and required furniture; $70 for occupational 
supplies and $6 for medical supplies,” she noted. 

_- The Red Cross does not buy the equipment or 
food. It provides vouchers at a local store of the 


‘yvictim’s choice. 


“We are not real estate agents and can’t actually 
secure the housing for people,” Mrs. Banman 
added. ‘‘But we can help with rent or place people in 
a motel until housing is located.” 

The social worker stressed that money given to 
families is a grant. 

“Since all money is donated to the Red Cross, it 
is given as a grant and is not to be repayed,” she 
added 


One recent single-family fire involved 14 people. 
Another family had eight members. 
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ms of home fires 


“The overcrowding of homes probably causes 
some of the fires,” Mrs. Banman said. ‘When a 
number of people are living in a cramped area, 
utility lines are overtaxed. It’s easy to connect too 
many appliances and overload the electric lines.” 


She said, in addition, several of the fires have 


been in homes where unsafe conditions already 


existed. 

“We've had families who were paying $250 a 
month on a mortgage or for rent on a house they’ve 
lived in many years. Now they are faced with $500 to 
$600 a month for rent,”’ the social worker noted. 

Mrs. Banman said many people who rent homes 
are unaware of the fact they can purchase insurance 
on their furniture and personal posessions for a very 
nominal cost. “i 


A Mrs. Banman, the Red Cross works 
iit gaatne a aia provides, 


“We can replace beds actually being used, 
bedding and appliances, but we can’t pay for a 
couch or a television set,” she explained. 

Mrs. Banman said there is an attempt underway 
to coordinate all the service agencies in the valley to 
provide better services to disaster victims.

A. There is really no 
> method of care that as- 
sures the variegation will 
continue. The variegation 
usually holds best if 
grown at 60 to 70 degrees. 
Use of a low nitrogen 
fertilizer may also be be- 
neficial. 

Q. What can I do about 
nematodes? They ruined 
my tomato crop last sum- 
mer. 

A. Vapam, a fumigant 
for treating soil to control 
nematodes may be used. 
It is fairly easy to apply, 
but should be handled 
with care. Follow label 
directions carefully. An- 
other way is to rotate 
crops, growing tomatoes 
where you have not 
grown them before. Many 
tomato varieties have ne- 
matode resistance. They 
are identified by the let- 
ters after the name, such 
as VFN. Look for varie- 
ties that carry the letter 
N or preferably all three, 
since these have resist- 
ance to diseases. 

Q. I am having a prob- 
lem getting bindweed out 
of my garden. The roots 
are so deep that digging 
does little good and this 
weed also produces a lot 
of seed. Is there anything 
that will kill it? 

A. The roots of this weed 
may go ten feet deep so 
digging is usually unsuc- 
cessful. You might try a 
contact herbicide, which 
would kill the roots. It is
